WILL HE VETO IT?| 


Mayor Noonan Now Has the Infa- 
mous Gas-Works Bill 
in Hand. 


City Counselor Bell Says the Ordi- 
nance Is Illegal and Void. 


The Oharter Expressly Forbids the Making of 
Such a Contract—Not Worth the Paper It 
Is Written Upon—The Mayor Says He Will 
Hear All Parties and Carefally Consider 
All the Arguments—His Decision in 
Deubt—An Irreverent Reference to Prec- 
edéent—The Mechanics’ Exchange Join 
im the Protest. 


The gas bill went to the Mayor this morning 
duly signed by the President of tne Council, 
the Speaker of the House and the clerks of 
the Council and House. Clerk Watson of the 
House brought the bill into the Mayor’s office 
about 10:30 o’clock this morning. The Mayor 
had not yet arrived, so the clerk joined the 
crowd which was waiting. Aboutllo ’clock 
Secretary Brennan came in and re- 
celpted for the Dill. He took the gas 
bill, which was with two others, and 
taking some which came from the 
Connell carried them all to the Mayor, who 
laid them on his desk and paid no further at- 
tention to them. 

THE MAYOR 
was seen and asked if he would talk gas. He 
sald he was perfectly willing and told the 
reporter to fire away with his questions. 

Are you going to sign the gas bill?’’ was 
ventured. The Mayor smiled and replied: 

‘*I cannot answer that question. You must 
begin at the other end and you may draw out 
some conclusions.’’ 

Well, are you going to pay any attention 
to the mass-meeting which was held on 
Change yésterday?’ 

Jam and Lam not. I don’t think that the 
action yesterday will have any influence upon 
my opinion. I wilitell you Why. At one time 
when I was Judge ot the Court of Criminal 
Correction MeGarry and others were 
up on that strike business and in 


spite of the fact that an election was coming: | 


on shortly and there was astrong pubiie sen- 
timent against the men, I discharged them. 
Idecided the question on a law point and 
stuck by my decision. A great many of these 
same gentlemen who were at the mass meet - 
ing were among those who condemned me 
somewhat severely for my action 
in the MoGarry case. I was justified 
later by a decision from Judge 
Normile on the same point, and some of those 
who had censured me admitted that they 
were mistaken and had not judged me fairly, 
Many of them, however, did not. Now, from 
the outcome of that case, I decide that that 


crowd is not a good one to follow and that 
their opinion is not necessarily the right one. 
For those reasons I will not give too much 
consideration to the opinions of the Exchange 
meeting. 

Does the slight Francis tinge observable in 
the Exchange mass-mecting have anything to 
do with the case?’’ 

‘‘Now there you are getting down to a too 
1 discussion of details. Ask me something 
else. 

„Well, then, will the manner in which this 
bili went through the House and Council have 
n to do with the view you take of it?“

The Mayor carefully avoided giving any in- 
timation of what his opinion of the bill was. 
He would not discuss the Council and House 
nor speak ofthe methods by which the bill 
was passed. He does not seem at all uneasy 
about the matter and branched off on to th 
discussion of other subjects very readily. 

THE MAYOR’S HISTORICAL PRECEDENT. 

In a published interview withthe Mayor on 
the gas question a morning paper quotes aim 
as follows: 

‘*Eighteen hundred years ago a mass- 
meeting of the Jews was held, and the result 
of it was that they crucified Christ. Now they 
would not do this if they had the matter to do 
over again. It was the result of an excited 
crowd, and Jam sure if they had the matter 
in their hands again they would give hima 
chance for his white alley. 

THE ONE HOPE. 

There is still one slight and N hope 
which the public can hang on while the Mayor 
is keeping them in suspense by his condyct in 
the matter of the gas bill. His legal adviser 
as Mayor is City Counselor Bell, and City 
Counselor Bell has said that the bill is not 
worth the paper it is written ‘on. It will look 
stra ayse if the head of the city says tbe bill is 
good while the right hand of the same body 
points to it as bad. 

CITY COUNSELLOR BELL 
expresees bis opinion as follows:

ANOTHER PROTEST, 


The Mechanics’~ExchangeJeoins in the Out- 


cry Against the Steal. 


A large meeting to protest against the gas 
bill passed by the Council was held to-day at 
the Mechanics’ Exchange. President Wm. 
Rutter presided, and several addresses were 
made which were evidence of the temper of 
the meeting. The bill was looked upon asa 
steal, and all efforts which the Exchange can 
exert to influence his Honor, the Mayor, in 


withholding his signature from the measure 
will be resorted to. Mr. Henry Fuerbach of- 
fered the following resolutions: 

THE RESOLUTIONS. 

Resol ved, That we look with regretat the 
passage by ‘our Municipal Assembly of a gas 
bill which, if our Mayor signs it, guarantees 
to private parties a contract to ulld gas- 
works and binds the city to ac cept them after 
a certain period, no matter whether the city 
receives the value of the $4,500,000 to be ex- 
pended for the purchase or not. 

Resolved, That if itis absolutely necessary 
for our city to be the owner of such works, 
thatthe same should be built by the city, and 
under the control of the city, and without 
giving private parties a franchise guarantee- 
ing interest of 5 percent, when such bonds 
can be negotiated at 342 per cent. 

Resolved, That a committee of. five be ap- 
pointed by the President, who shall co-oper - 
ate with the committee appointed by the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange, to use all honorable means 

to Induce our worthy Mayor to veto the said 
— bill, which is now before him. 

The resolution was unanimously adopted, 
and President Rutter appointed the following 
committee: Henry Feuerbach, Chairman; T. 
P. McKelleget, Thomas Mackler, Stephen 
O'Connor. J. Kell ly. 

There was no division of (sentiment upon 
the matter. All who attended the meeting 
looked upon the measure af an infamous one.

Kansas says that thousands of bushels 
of corn are being burned for fnel. 
In some counties the market price of corn is 
less than 15 cents to 45 cents per bushel.

In all the 
principal corn - producing counties 
it is stacked up in great ricks 
without protection of any sort, it having been 
impossibie forthe last thirty days to obtain 
cars to move itin, the railroads having been 
unable to supply the extraordinary means of 
transportation. Every railroad is short from 
500 to 2,000 cars.

Turkish Tobacco. 


From the Sprinfield Republican. 
A writer in the Geographische Nachrichten 
of Balse on the cultivation of tobacco in the 


Ottoman empire, says that Latakia, which 
gives ite name to the famous tobacco, isa 
Small seaport in Northern Syria, which oovn- 
pies the site of the anclent Loadicea, but the 
port has been blocked up with sand, so that 
only small, lightly laden boats can enter. Be- 
yond the town extends a vast plain to tne 
south beyond Jibleh as far as the range of 
hills in which live the Ansarich, the descend- 
ants of the sect of assassins 80 
fainous in the time of the Oru- 
sades. The tribe is specially engaged 
in the cultivation of Latakia tobacco. 
At the end of December the ground is irri- 
gated, and the sowing takes place in Jan u- 
ary, ten or twelve seeds being placed in a sin- 
gie hole made with a stick. As soon asthe 
sprouts appear above the ground they are 
covered with mats, which are raised guly 
when the sun is up. The women and children 
are employed in keeping off the birds and in 
weeding out the weaklings. In February the 
sprouts are transplanted to another field, 
where the earth is plied up well about them; 
in March they are.kept well watered, and in 
April the harvest commences. The first 
leaves form what is called the new tobacco, 
and is smoked with delight by 
the Fellahs themselves, it being 
stronger than that obtained subse- 
quently. From April to August the 
plants must be watered according to the state 
of weather, and must receive general atten- 


tion. The real harvest takes place in August 


and September. The plant ie Gut, the leaves 
removed, tied in bundies, and placed on mats 
to dry in the sun. In November this process is 
finiehed, the tobacco 16 placed in hofse-hair 
sacks and put on the market. The merobants 
subject the leaves to a new drying, and then 
sort them actording to color, Bg wrap and 
eee ae: There are in three qual- 
ties, of which the finest is obtain- 
able only from the more ejevated plan- 
tations of the Arnsarichs. he plain of 
Koura, atthe foot of Een. also fives 
excellent Syrian tobacco, the best quality of 
which le very seldom seen in Europe.

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How the Court of Criminal Cor“ 
rection is Dealing With the 
Lottery Cases. 


Five Pleas of Guilty and Five Ao- 
quittals, but Only Three 
Convictions. 


The Old System of Continuing Cases Still 
Practiced There—The Docket for Thirty- 
Two Days Shows With What Culpable In- 
dulgence Violations of the Lottery Law 
Are Treated—Trial by Jury Becoming the 
Surest Way of Escapiag Punishment for 
Offenses Against the Laws of the State. 


— 1 is impossible to se- 
cure an honest prosecu- 
tion of the lottery men 
in the Court of Criminal 
Correction, but the 
Posr- DISPATCH has done 
something towards se- 
curing the punishment 
ofthe men who persist- 
ently ana boldly pursue 
their forbidden busi- 
" ness, and with daring 

and openness break the laws of the State. 
Between August 3, 1889, and November 15 
there was not a single arrest for j{vio- 


lation of the lottery law, though hundreds of 


violations occurred daily, but the clamor of 
outraged public sentiment forced the negli- 
gent, somnolent police to awaken. During 
that time there was not one new case in 
the Court of Criminal Correction. The 
docket given below shows how busy that 
court bas been since then, and though the 
police pleaded that they could not make 
cases on the lottery venders this record shows 


| that the plea is untrue; tnat either gross neg- 


ligence or a motive kept them from disturbing 
the lottery men—not their inability to mit 
cases. 

It has been years since any man was given a 
sentence he would not laugh at in that court. 
„Ten dollars and costs“ was the regular pun- 
ishment for selling lottery tickets, and the 
fine was never collected. But when the Posrt- 
DISPATCH made known to the public with 
what shameful leniency the court treated 
these offenders it changed its ways. 

Here isthe record of what has been done 
since the first case was called, on November 
22, just a month and two days: 

William Shaw went to jail for six months, 
but was mysteriously released by Judge Camp- 
bell’s order after serving three days. 

John O. Sayles was convicted and is serv- 
ing a six months’ sentence in jail. 

William Rothschild was fined $200, but the 
Court compromised with him and accepted 
$100. 

Samuel Harriet is held for the Grand-jury, 
the first one in five years. 

Edward A. Drexier was fined $100, but his 
fine was remitted and histickets returned. He 
pleaded guilty in another case and was fined 
$100. This fine was not remitted. Two casés 
against him are pending. 

J. D. Smith paid one fine of $25 and is serv- 
ing out another of $100 in jafi. 

Samuel Alexander is serving out two fines of 


$25 each In jail. 

Eight sentences in one month! 
not been so many before in a year. 
ut the court deserves no creditfor this. 
Five of them were imposed on pleas of guilty, 
one was remitted, another was mysteriously 
wiped out, a third was compromised. 


Five cases have been tried by juries and 
there has been an acquittal in every case. 


It did not matter what the evidence was, or 
what circumstances indicated wiliful and per- 
sistent law-breaking, the juries acquitted. 
The court will find some way of avoiding 
punishing the criminals, and trialby jury 
seems to be about the surest. 

Here is the docket, a record of every ease 
brought into court since the POSsST-DISPATCH 
began its war on lottery. Pleas of guilty and 
three convictions stand on the credit side of 
the page; the debit side is black with the 
record of motions to quash sustained, con- 
tinuances and discharges.

HOW TO FAIL IN LITERATURE,

By One Whe Has Succeeded—Some Intere 
esting Hints.

Mr. Andrew Lang, whois pretty nearly the 
most successful all- round“ man of letters of 
the day, gavea lecture at South Kensington 
on How to Fall in Literature.. He who 
would fail could not begin too early to neglect 
his education and must take good care not to 
observe life and literature. To cultivate a 
bad handwriting was a precaution often over- 


looked. Those who would court disaster 
shouid de as ignorant and as reckless as pos- 
sible. As a matter of style, they should always 
place adverbs after the word to, as 
Hubert was determined to energetically re- 
fuse to entangle himself with such;’’ and 
should use more adjectives than words of all 
other denominations ut together. They 
should also hunt for odd terms, as a beetling 
nose, and should have startling déscriptions, 
as the sun sank in a cauldron of deathly 
chaos.’’ Unusual terms should be put where 
they would cause the reader the most 
surprise—as, for instance, trees round 
a man’s house might be called his 
‘‘domestic poscage.’’ Fietlonal, for 
‘‘fictitious,’’ was to be distinctly recom- 
ménded; ‘‘all the time’’ might be em- 
proves for ‘‘always,’’ back ot“ for ‘‘be- 
ind,“ and do like he did’’ for do as he 
did.’’ Reversing the advice of Caesar, it 
might be said that he who would fall must 
avoid yor gives | like asunkén reef.

La Grippe. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. %.—Geo. W. 
Wurts, Charge d' Affairs at the United States 
Legation at St. Petersburg, has sent to 
the State Department an account of 
the prevelance of La Grippe“ in 
Russia with some interesting comments 
of his own. He states that about the middle 
of November public attention was calied to 
the large number of persons falling ill with 
much the same symptoms as fever, severe 

sins in the bead, back and limbs. Por the 
ack of a better name,’’ he states, ‘‘the 
malady bas been called ‘influenza,’ but it 
shows signs of a typhoid character, though 
not ot a malignant nature, and up to the 
date of writing, Deeember 5, no fatal 
case has been reported. The iliness in 
most cases is very light and laste but 
afew days; seldom longer than two weeks. 
It leaves, however, all persons who have been 
touched by itin great debility and great de- 
pression of spirits, in fact, the after affects 
are rather more unpleasant than the com- 
plaint itself. 

The cause of the epidemic has 
not been satisfactorily explained. Most per- 
sons ascribe it to the abnormal warm weather 
of the past month, but that wculd not account 
for its appearance in Siberia, where 
it has burst out in several places. 
The weather there has been as cold as usual at 
this season. Now that winter seems 
to have fairly set in here it is 
expected that the malady will dis- 
appear, but meanwhile, every one is 
affected. There is no  exXaggeration 
in putting the numberof the sick at fully 
two-thirds of the population of St. Petersburg. 
Certainly nota house has escaped its visita- 
tion. The Emperor was very ill with it for 
several days, and séarcely a member of 
the Impérial family has been free from it. 
More than 40,000 cases have been medical) 
authenticated, but these represent a small 
portion of the sufferers.

Another Chapter. 


The tale of boodle is not complete. There are 
several chapters yet to be added and they are 
full of incidents that form an important 
part of the story. The railroad lobbyist Who 


was ordered away by his employer and 
taken to New York as a member of the Gov- 
ernor’s staff to get him out of the 
way when the bill came up was not the 
only railroad lobbyist who was at work 
on the bill and it is now known why, 
though the railroads pretended to favor the 
the measure on the ground that it would give 
them more business hauling live stock ,they 
really opposed it. There was a fight then be- 
tween two great powers. The railroads want- 
ed the live stock business, but the dressed 
beef men wanted to defeat the bill. The two 
great interests clashed. There might have 
been a disagreément between them which 
would have led to 
SERIOUS COMPLICATIONS, 

but the packers goton their side a railroad 
company whose power in Jefferson City is 
well known—the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy. The packers did not expect the bil 
to pass the —— so easily. They thought it 
might throu but only by a close shave. 
When it passed by “such an easy majority they, 
were rattled. The telegraph wires were set to 
work and kept busy. Representatives of the 
Big Four telegraphed that unless something 
was done the bill would pass the Senate. 

It looked a little squally, but the packers 
made a bold move. The only chance they 
saw to win was to increase very heavily the 
slush fund they were using and they did not 
want to do that. They concigded to 
make the railroads change their tac- 
tics and, difficult as it might seem, 
they diti it. The Armours and Morris, Nelson 
& Co. of this city exehanged telegrams. Then 
one of them wired the O., B. & C. officers. It 
was a brief dispatch but it worked. — simply 
#aid that unless the bill was beaten in the 
Senate the packers would never ship another 
83 of meat over the C., B 

Nothing more was said, but two days later 
A. C. Daws, representing the O., B. &Q., went 
to Jefferson City. He remained there just one 
day and came to St. Louis. He stood in the 
rotunda ofthe Laclede Hotel the morning he 
arrived talking to another gentleman who was 
familliar with affairs at Jefferson and Mr. 
Daws was asked what he thought the chances 
for the meat insdection bill were. His reply 


was: 

„It will not pass the Senate. We have sent 
one Senator West and another East.’ 
a Dawes was right in his prediction. The

And this was just about the time that another 
railroad lobbyist who had received money 
from the butchers to use in the interest of the 
bill was pulled off and taken to New York. 
The sudden change of heart that came over 
him, the willingness with which he accepted 
an opportunity to get out of the way and the 
visit of Mr. Daws are all explained by the 
revelation of the telegram seut the railroad 
Officials by the packers. 

These railroads were afraid that even if the 
bill passed it would be knocked out in the 
courts, and if they favored it and opposed the 
packers, when it was declared unconstitu- 
tional. and the old order of things re- 
established they would be at outs with the 
packers, and other lines would get all the 
dressed beef business and they would get 
none, so, believing a bird in hand was worth 
two in the bush, they changed their position 
and opposed the measure.

meat, coffee, beans, dried fruit, potatoes, 
flourg or mealand whatever charitable people 
may feel disposed to give in the way of canned 
goods and seed to plantin the spring, such as 
peas, beans, onion seed, cabbage seed, cot- 
ton seed, wheat and seed corn, rye, oats and 
barley. You having seen some experience in 
this business, Ithink you and I might assist 
these people, you by soliciting in St.Louis and 
I by distributing to them here. You could

WHEN WILLTHEY DECIDE 


THE POSITION OF CONGRESS IN REGARD 
TO THE WORLD’S FAIR. 


A Number of Factors That Complicate the 
Situation, and Render an Immediate 
Decision Improbable—Excellent Chances 
for Trading Votes Offered by the Present 
Political Situation—The Guarantee Fund. 


NTEREST in the 
Washington end ot 
the St. Louls cam - 
paign for the 
World’s Fair has 
been steadily on 
the increase, and 
“since the return of 
the Congressional 
delegation and the 
» members of the 
House of Represen- 
tatives from Wash- 
ington there have 
been many in- 
quiries as to the 
status of the city 
among the legis- 
lators, the plan to be pursued in gaining 
votes, and the time when the question of lo- 
cation is likely to be settled. As to the last 
point much uncertainty prevails, and nothing 
beyond rough guesses can be made. 
THERE ARE A VARIETY 
of questions to come before Congress which 
may seriously delay consideration of the site 
tor the Worild’s Fair. The rules of the House 
are to be adopted, and until this is done little 
attention will be paid to anything else. How 
long this will take is an unknown quantity, 
but it is reasonably certain that no action on 
the World’s Fair will be taken by 
the House of Representatives. With the 
Senate it is a different matter. There is 
no contest as to seats and no change in the 
rules is contemplated. The Senate Committee 
onthe World's Fair will meet on January 8 
and it is believed that it will at once enter into 
the consideration of the claims of the differ- 
ent cities. Itis more than probable that the 
Senate Committee will hand in its report and 
that the Senate bill will be passed before the 
matter has been fully considered by 
he House Committee. The recom- 
mendation of the Senate Committee is 
regarded by those familiar with the 


situation in Congress as of much less import- 
ance than that of the House Committee, as it 
generally admitted that in case of a disagree- 
ment as to location the Senate will give way. 

Careful estimates are said to — that Wash- 
ington has fully twice the strength Injthe Sen- 
ate that it can develope in the — House. 

A CHAN OE FOR LOGROLLING. 

A matter that may play an important figure 
in the selection of asite is the action to be 
taken in the contested election cases. 
The chances for making trades in 
this matter are believed to be 
excellent, and many Congressmen are 
of the opinion that action on the World’s 
Fair will be delayed until these contests are 
settled. The narrow majority in the House is 
considered as offering peculiar facilities for 
log rolling, and not a few representatives 
have given the Washington committees urg- 
ing the claims of different cities to understand 
that overtures with thisend in view will not 
be made in vain. It should be remembered 
that Congress has not yet authorized a 
World’s Fair at all, although there is no doubt 
felt that this will be done. It tis, 
however, asserted in some quarters that 
nothing willbe done in the matter until the 
auestion of Federal control of elections is 
settied or the policy to be pursued at least 
outlined. Those who have earefully sur- 
veyed the field state that the feeling amofg 
the Southern Congressmen in favor of hold- 
ing a World’s Fair is at least as strong as that 
among the Northern representatives, al- 

though the South has no city that has pre- 
sented itself as a candidate. There is be- 
lieved to be no possibility of any oppo- 
sition worthy of the name arising. 
but the probabilities of action being 
delayed until these questions ure se ttled are 
strong. Some Congressmen who have divided 
preferences have refrained from expressing 
them for the reason that they wish to be un 
trammelled in any action that they may deem 
best for the interests of the constituencies 
which they represent All these factors render 
itimprobable, in the opinion of those who 
have given the matter careful attention that 
a decision will be reached before the latter 
‘part of February, and it may be April before 
the decision is made. 

AHEAD OF CHICAGO. 

The members of the Finance Committee are 
hard at work, and have met with great suc- 
cess. The St. Louis fund is far in excess of 
that raised by Chicago, the latter city on Sat- 
urday last having, but $3,200,000 on the 
books, much of it uncollectable. The 
St. Louis fund already reported exceeds that 
of Chicago by more than a million, and some 
of the largest interests have not sentin their 
contriputions. The collections during the 
present week have not been arge, 
as everyone bas deen busy  prepar- 
ing for Christmas, but on Thursday 
the rush will be over, and the committeemen 
will go to work with a will. From all sides it 
is reported that sales were never 80 large nor 
business so profitable, and the merchants will 
undoubtedly be liberally inclined when 
the collectors call. The clerks at 
the headquarters of the Executive Committee 
were busily engaged to-day in sending out 
circulars to the citizens, asking 1 geen 
to the World’s Fair fund in sums of $10 
over. Many thousands of these circulars nave 
been sent out, and a liberal response is looked 
for.

CHOSE HER GUARDIAN, 


ALICE JACKMAN, IN THE COURT OF AP- 
PEALS, DECIDES HER OWN CASE. 


She Preferred to Remain With Mr. John G. 
Taylor—Harsh Words Between Al Spink 
and Mr. Albert Jackman — Another 
Fight for a Girl—Court of Appeals De- 
cisions—dudge Dillon’s Rulings. 


Alice Jackman of her own free will this 
morning told the Court of Appeals she pre- 
ferred the guardianship of her first protector, 
Mr. John G. Taylor. To-day was the day set 
to hear arguments on the motion made 
by Mr. Frank M. Estes to quash the returns of 
John G. Taylor and Charles ©. Spink. When 
Messrs. Taylor and Spink filed their return 
Miss Jackman was in Woodlawn, II., near 
Chicago, stopping with a distant relative of 
Mr. Spink, Mr. J. E. Ives.

After handing down a 
number of decisions the court called 
the Jackman case, and Joseph G. Lodge, 
attorney for OCbas.

We do not care to decide where 
tis young lady shail go on the arguments to 
be made by the attorneys. We shali hear her 
and let her decide.’ 

Miss Jackman 7 brought forward and it 
was expected she would be made to declare in 
open court to whom she desired to go 
but¢he judges would not even allow that, 
tearing the presence of both guardians would 
prevent the young lady from telling the truth 
through fear of ‘the result. She was ordered 
to go into the Judge’s private room and the 
court took a recess. The girl was 
closeted with the three judges, Rombauer, 
Boggs sand Thompson, about fifteen minutes, 
during which she was questioned on all points 
of the case, and on maxing her appe earance in 
vourt agalu she sat beside Mrs. „ Spink.

The Crack Skaters Out With . to 
Each Other—Result of the Racing at 
Clifton Yesterday—Ssuit Brought Against 
John M. Ward by the New York Club— 
Sperting News.

EW YORE, Dec. 24.— 
The troubles of 
Charley Johnston of 
Brooklyn, growing 
out of his friendship 
for John L. Sullivan, 
are not yet at an 
end. They were 
companions in flight 
from the ring side 
after the fight with 
Kilrain. They were 
also partners in 
fortune when 
pounced upon by the 
Nashville police on 
_their way North and 
taken to the @ock- 
up. Their imprison- 
ment at Nashville was short, the Judge before 
whom they were brought on habeas corpus 
proceedings having decided that their arrest 
was unjustified. Thos. L. Dodd of the law 
firm of Caldwell, Washington & Dodd, who 
defended them, has since died. Mr. Johnston 
paid Mr. Dodd $509 for his services, which 
occupied only a few minutes, but he was 
also obliged to make some other 
big disbursements before he and bis 
companions bade farewell to Nashville. 
When he got away he never dreamed fora 
moment that he had left any unsettled ac- 
counts behind him in Tennessee. He was sur- 
prised, therefore, when he was served with a 
summonsand complaint yesterday morning 
in a suit instituted in the Supreme Court in 
this city by Andrew J. Caldwell and Wm. H. 
Washington, the partners of the deceased law- 
yer who defended him, for the recovery of 
$500 with tnterest. The complaint sets forth 
that on July Ii the defendant engaged the ser- 
vice of the law firm, agreeing to pay $1,000 on 
the release of Sullivan and himself, and that 
only halfthe amount had been paid. Law- 
yer Paul Jones of Broadway 1s the 
attorney. Mr. Jobnston said yesterday: 
„This claim is nothing short of an outrage. I 
paid Lawyer Dodd $500 for getting out the writ 
of habeas corpus, and [think that was quite 
enough for the work he had to do. As soon 
as Sullivan and I were taken into court the 
Judge discharged us, as it was clear that we 
had committed no offense against the State of 
Tennessee. This subsequent claim is ridicu- 
lous, and I'm sure no New York court will 
recognize it. We were sufficiently bied, I 
think, in Nashville,for our few hours’ sojourn 
there did not cost us less than $1,500. This is 
the most unjust demand I have ever heard of, 
and I thought at first it was a joke.“

FEASIBLE AND HUMANE. 


SENATOR BUTLER’S SOLUTION OF THE 
SOUTH’S BACE PROBLEM. 


A Great Exodus of Negroes From the South- 
ern to the Northern States and Western 
Territories — Senator Wade Hampton’s 
Plan—Morgan’s Congo RKesolution—The 
Views of Prominent Colored Men. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disr Aren. 

WASHINGTON, D. ., Dec. 24. —Anent the 
race problem, Senator Butler, author of the 
emigration bill, said: ‘‘Ithink it will be for 
the best interest of both races ifa large num- 
ber of negroes should move into the Northern 
States and Western territories, thus relieving 
the Southern States of the too great pre pon - 
derance of that race. I believe this would be 
the best solution ofthe race question; if not, 
Iam willing to adopt any other. It will, or 
ought to, silence the accusations brought 
against the Southern people that they 
treat the negro harshly or unjustly, 
because it will show that we are 
willing to transfer the responsibility of their 
treatment to those who make the charges. It 
will improve the prospects of the South 
socially, industrially’ and morally, and also 
help the negro by throwing him more on his 
own resources. There are not transportation 
facilities to move enough negroes in ten 
years, if they avall themselves of the pro- 
visions of this Dill, to be seriously felt or 
realized, Besides, if they go away, white 
people will come and they will not come until 
some ofthe negroes go. This large mass of 
negroes, especially in our State, is a stand- 
ing menace to every interest, and 
something will have tobe done to remove 
it. Butthe political aspects ofthe question 
give me the least concern. Who ever thinks 
that settling the political status of the negro 
is a settlement ot the race question takes a 
very superficial view of it. This isthe least 
ofthe evils of our situation. I have been 
debating in my mind for the pastten years 
some plans upon which we could be relieved 
and have been encouraging every movement 
of negroes from the State. This occurred to 
me as the most feasible, human and practica- 
ble as there is nothing coercive or compul- 
sory aboutit. Ifthe negroes avail them- 
selves o it they can acquire homes under the 
land laws ontne public lands, and thereby 


get an even start in lite. 
SENATOR HAMPTON 

Senator Hampton was asked ‘bis o inion of 
the bill intoduced by Senator Butler in refer- 
ence to the emigration of the negroes m the 
South. I have not yet read the bill.“ he re- 
plied, ‘‘but I am earnestly in favor of — 
measure looking to that end which shall 
deal justly and generously with the 
ne es. I regard it as important for 
the best interests of both races that 
they shouid be permanently separated, leavin 
each to work out its own destiny. Of course 
do not contemplate the removal of the negroes 
against their will, nor should I be willing to 
vee them leave the country empty-handed. 
Tife Government certainly should deal with 
these poopie generously and benevolently and 
Ithink that it should assist all the negroes 
who desire to leave the country. Should any 
large number of negroes wish to establish a 
colony on some foreign soil the Gov 
ernment should furnisn transportation and 
make a donation to each emigrant, s0 as to 

ive him the means of support for a time in
